these two fertilizers supply, and no far ner 
can afford to purchase either brand at the 
prices asked 


It should he lememhered that only single 


analyses of each brand of fertilizer are 
ghen En this and the preceding bulletin, 


and that the average of the three analyses 
which will finally be made may differ to 
a small extent from the single analysis 
published in Bulletins 19 and 20, but the 
experience of the past has been that com- 
parisons based on a single analysis, where 
the eample Is carefully selected, do nob 
differ sufficiently from general averages to 
render them unreliable as a standard for 
judging fertilizers 


One consideration should always be kept 


In mind In making a practical use of the 
money valuations of fertilizers, viz 
that 


a difference of one or even two dollars be- 
tween the ton valuations of two fertilizers 
for a single year has no especial signifi- 
cance
